In case of persons who do not have any 
addrcss/place of residence in India, the Competent Authority in whose area of jurisdiction the person is detained/ 
charged, shall have the jurisdiction In respect of a person convicted by a competent court of criminal jurisdiction 
outside India for an offence similar to an offence punishable under the Natcofic Drugs and Psychotropic Sub¬ 
stances Act, 1985 with imprisonment for a term of five years or more, the Competent Authority who shall have 
jurisdiction shall be the Competent Authority in whose area of jurisdiction the illegally acquired property is located 
or the Competent Authority, who has been authorised by the Central Government by an order.
